COLUMBUS, O.—All Jewish communal funds for civic defense 


for 1950 have been allocated in this strong B’nai B'rith Jewish com- 
munity to the Joint Defense Appeal. 


Last year, 
to the JDA, 


the Columbus United Jewish Fund allocated $30,000 
the fund-raising arm of the Anti-Defamation League 


of B'nai B’rith and the American Jewish Committee; and $500 to the 


American Jewish Congress. 


It was reliably reported that the Congress, militant pro-Zionist 


civic defense agency, rejected the 
work.

Allocations from 1950 collections were published last week in 
the Ohio Jewish CHRONICLE. Total allocations for civic defense 
were cut from the 1949 figure of $30,500 to $25,000 and all of it 


went to the JDA.

Dr. Abraham E. Millgram, 
educational. director, submitted a 
national survey of children’s 
education. He reported that there 
has been a large increase in re- 
ligious instruction in Conserva- 
tive synagogues and a substant- 
fal increase in the number of 
hursery schools of two Conserva- 
tive Congregational movement. 

Duplicating the action of the 
Women’s League of the United 
Synagogue, the 800 delegates 
urged the repeal of the McCarran 
Omnibus anti-Subservive bill. The 
delegates approved plans to peti- 
tion Congress for repeal of the 
Measure because many of its 
Principles “flagrantly depart from 
American democratic principles.” 

The first general session of the 








convention was told that a na- 
tional survey had indicated that 
organized worship in Conserva- 
tive synagogues was decreasing. 


Simplication of prayers and 
sermons was urged as one means 
of stimulating more regular serv- 
ices attendance. The proposal was 
offered by Dr. Emil Lehman, as- 
sistant executive director. 


The delegates also named 10 
vice presidents and a secretary 
and treasurer. 


The vice presidents named 
were Judge Emanuel Greenberg 
of Brooklyn; H. P. Kopplemann, 
of Hartford; Michael Stavitsky of

Emergency Meet Assails Plans 
Of Welfare Funds For UJA Crisis

NEW YORK—Several

representatives of American 


Zionist organizations charged this week that the Council of Jewish 
Federations and Welfare Funds sought creation of an instrument 


to replace the United Jewish 
promptly rejected the charge. 
“Target of the Zionist charges 
was a blueprint for a Jewish we]- 
fare funds-sponsored national 
campaign service which CJFWF 
officials said had been developed 
to meet any crisis in connection 
with the 


Appeal. The CJFWF represents 
nationally the 300 local federa- 


tions and welfare funds in the 
American Jewish community. 


The delegates met in a private 
session’ Sunday night under 
auspices of the American Zion- 
ist Council. The meeting was the 
culmination of widespread agita- 
tion among top American Zion- 
ists over proposals of the 
CJFWF. 

The delegates adopted a reso- 
lution “safeguarding the UJA,” 
and said that the CJFWF blue- 
print would create “a divided 
American Jewish community as 
well as complete disorganization 
in national Jewish fund-raising 
for overseas needs,” 

An indication of the strength 
of Zionist feelings on the issue 
was a resolution calling on all 
branches of the Zionist move- 
ment to develop public discus- 
sions “and to use every medium 
of educational propaganda to 
point out the dangers of any at- 
tempt at this time to replace the 
UJA.” 

In another resolution, the dele- 
gates assailed the CJFWF for 
proposing a “Central Israel 
Fund.” The delegates asserted 
that the purpose of the fund was 
to abolish independent campaigns 
now conducted in the United 
States by Hadassah, Histadrut, 
the Hebrew University and sim- 
ilar drives “and merge them into 
one fund which is supposed to 
meet all the needs.” 

The delegates asserted that the 
establishment of such a _ fund 
would “drastically reduce the 
flow of funds to Israel” and would 
harm the United Jewish Appeal 
and the United Palestine Appeal. 


The Zionist resolution urged 
Zionists throughout the United 
States to take action to “democra- 
tize thewelfare funds” and to 
“support strongly the policy of 
the UJA to secure by pre-cam- 
paign budgeting the major share 
of the local campaigns for the 
UJA.” 


Replies to the charges were 
made by Harry Lurie, CJFWF ex- 
ecutive director, and by Julian 
Freeman of Indianapolis, a 
CJFWF vice president who is 
scheduled -to succeed Stanley 
Myers as president. 


Lurie, reached by the N. Y. 
TIMES by telephone, said that the 
blueprint had been developed but 
only for use in the event the UJA 
went out of existence.

On the issue of pre-campaign 
budgeting, Lurie said the CJFWF 
favored that arrangement, not 
only for the UJA but for all 
agencies engaged in drives for 
local and national Jewish needs. 
in the United States. 

Freeman, reached in Indianap- 
olis, said there was a good deal 
»f confusion in the Zionist uproar, 
over CJFWF proposals. 

He emphasized Lurie’s state. 
ment that the blueprint had been 
drawn up for emergency use only, 
He said that discussions of such 
a blueprint stemmed from the 
1948 crisis when a battle over 
control of the United Palestine 
Appeal delayed start of the 1949 
UJA for nearly three months, 
as well as from earlier crisis. 

The CJFWF official said there 
was no especial timing in the cur- 
rent welfare fund discussion of 
the blueprint. He said that a 
previous General Assembly had 
ordered committee study of such 
plans and that the study had been 
made and the blueprint prouce. 

He said that statements linking 
the blueprint with proposals for 
a National Jewish Welfare Fund 
were totally inaccurate. He added 
that consideration of such a 
national fund was not on the 
agenda for the next CJFWF Gen- 
eral Assembly, scheduled for 
Washington, D.C. Dec. 1-3. 

He said that the CJFWF took 
the position that a very real and 
desperate financial crisis existed 
in Israel and that one of the best 
ways to deal with that crisis was 
to make sure that American Jew- 
ish philanthropic dollars were 
spent with maximum effective. 
ness. 

He said the CJFWF further 
believed that Israeli Jews were 
best qualified to do such a budget- 
ing job and that he and fellow 
officials of the CJFWF had urged 
Israeli officials to undertake the 
job themselves. 

“We have recommended that 
the new Joint: Development 
Authority undertake this as one 
of its tasks,” he said. 

The Joint Development Author- 
ity was set up last spring with 
joint representation of the Israeli 
Government and Jewish Agency 
officials to handle major tasks of 
resettlement and. rehabilitation of 
the flow of migrants coming into 
Israel. 

Information reaching The 
POST indicated that Zionist 
leaders were concerned less with 
the current situation than with 
the future and were seeking to 
build up pressure against any 
eventual bid for centralization 
which they feared might affect 
maximum flow of American Jew- 
ish funds to Israel.

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HE POST has consistently been in favor 
of a national Jewish community chest and 
supports the report of the Committee on Uni- 
fied and Stable Fund raising to be presented at 
the coming General Assembly of the council 
of Jewish Federations and Welfare Funds, 
which calls for the establishment of such a 
machinery if the United Jewish Appeal should 
ever again break down. 

The POST recognizes that this means concen- 
tration of power, but.this is what all govern- 
ment involves. Without government, one has 
only chaos and uninhibited private action— 
which is just what the American Jewish com- 
munity has today. 

What the present lack of restraint means is 
that each agency is allowed to go to the Amer- 
ican Jewish community with a request for as 
much money as it can raise, without any rele- 
vance to its needs. Often there is very little 
connection between the sum an agency gets 
and the value of its work to the community. 

Conversely, our seminaries for the education 
of rabbis are suffering for lack of necessary 
funds. The situation is harmful and only the 
assumption by the Jewish community of its 
rights will bring any order out of the chaos. 
Another issue before the next General As-

sembly is the matter of a Central Israeli Fund. 
The POST favors that proposal, also, at least in 
theory. Just how such a proposal would work 
in practice no one seems to know or be willing 
to predict, so that on this issue The POST can- 
not be explicit. 

If a Central Israeli fund means the crippling 
of the Hadassah and Histadrut fund-raising ef- 
forts, then The POST is opposed. If the Fund 
means the elimination of many doubtful drives 
by agencies taking advantage of the lack of 
any system, then The POST is for it. 

Unfortunately, however, neither of these pro- 
posals will be approved by the General Assem- 
bly. The Zionists seem to feel that their posi- 
tion will be jeopardized, and once the Zionists 
in the American Jewish community become 
aroused, they are not to be thwarted. 

The Zionists and the pro-Israeli fail to recog- 
nize that they control the American Jewish 
community, and that if a national Jewish wel- 
fare fund is established, it will be controlled by 
that community which by now is thoroughly 
Zionist. As a result the Zionists are really 
fighting against themselves, which might be 
expected from a movement which is both young 
and lacking leadership capable of recognizing 
the movement's strength. 


Will This Save Ou 


ABBI Louis M. Levitsky of Newark has 
clipped out a copy of a POST editorial of 
Nov. 3 and underlined the following sentence 
from it: “The rabbi who wishes to fill the needs 
of his congregation can come to no other con- 
clusion today than that his principal task is 
education.” Rabbi Levitsky has added in long- 
hand “I agree completely.” 

The editorial pointed up the need to “return 
the pulpit to its original purpose,” which was 
to educate the membership, 

Apropos of all this, The POST would like to 
repeat a suggestion previously made on more 
than one occasion. Congregations should adopt 
the Wildacres Plan in which a Jewish group 
goes off for three or four days to a secluded 
spot and studies Jewish history and philosophy 
under the guidance of recognized teachers. Sev- 
eral congregations, notably Rabbi Morris Ad- 
ler’s Shaare Zedek in Detroit and Rabbi Eric 
Friedland’s Beth Am Congregation in Chicago 
already sponsor. such “retreats,” but the plan 
should be adopted generally and there should 
not be a congregation in the United States 
which doesn’t hold a “Wildacres” at least once 
a year. 

The effect of this widespread system of “re- 
treats” on the adult Jewish community is im- 
possible to calculate. Here we have a “lost 
generation” which has to resort to adult “Bar 
Mitzvahs” and other novelties because at the

time that generation was supposed to learn 
about its heritage, the emphasis was not 
toward Judaism but away from it. 

One means of trying to estimate the effect 
of a “retreat” in a congregation is to compare 
the possibilities of the degree of learning as 
between a three-day study pilgrimage and a 
six-week study course meeting for an hour or 
so a week. 

In three days devoted to Jewish study, the 
American Jew can learn more than in 20 lecture 
courses or years of listening to speeches. That 
proposition can hardly be disputed. 


The effect of an institute within a synagogue 
must be tremendous. The entire congregation 
would be invigorated. The effect on attendance 
at services would be most noticeable, as would 
the impact on the rabbi, his attitudes and his 
work. 

Is there further need to labor the point? 
Within the next few years, there should not be 
a single congregation in the United States 
which does not include within its program at 
least one “retreat.” Already Rabbi Friedland’s 
congregation conducts two annually. The Wild- 
acres plan applied to the synagogue is the best 
answer to the problem of the ignorance of the 
adult Jew of today. It is what is called in the 
vernacular “a natural,” and its growth in the 
Jewish group should be phenomenal.

A Great Victory For Survivalist Judaism 


HE attitude of the delegates at the bi- 

ennial in Cleveland last week of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congregations (Reform) 
was remarkable to behold, Even for The POST 
—an old campaigner for not underestimating 
the,revival that is taking place in the American 
Jewish community—the sessions were a re- 
markable confirmation of this paper’s view- 
point. 

Here, at what is supposed to be the strong- 
hold for watering down everything Jewish, the 
victory of the survivalist Jew was most strik- 
ingly apparent. . 

No longer can anyone refer to survivalist 
and traditionalist Jews as if the reference was 
solely to followers of Orthodoxy and Conserva- 
tism. This would be a grave error. At Cleve-

THE EDITORS CHAIR 


IT REQUIRES no comment 
from me or The POST about the 
amazing transformation of the 
Ford Motor Co. from an enemy 
which was a serious threat to the 
security of the Jewish commun- 
ity to a staunch supporter not 
alone of many Jewish causes but 
of a financial contributor as well. 

Many have said—and no doubt 
the Ford leaders today anticipated 
such comment—that the company 
changed because it was alienat- 
ing an important part of its po- 
tential market. But this is a cyni- 
cal view which while natural is 
not fair. By now all of us are 
convinced of the sincereity of 
Henry Ford’s grandchildren. 


In this connection, a speech de- 
livered by Benson Ford, vice pre- 
sident of the company, before 
the Detroit Round Table of the 
National Conference of Christ- 
ians and Jews sounds almost as 
if it were taken from a rabbi’s 
sermon on the prophets. 


“The well springs of our vital- 
ity,” said Mr. Ford, referring to 
the United States, “are not econ- 
omic. They go far deeper; they 
are ethical and spiritual. 


“We believe in men not merely 
as production units, but as the 
children of God. 

“Our society in America is 
founded not upon the cold and 
bloodless ‘economic man’ of the 
Marxist, but upon faith in man 
as an end in himself. We believe 
that the purpose of our society 
is not primarily to assure the 
safety of the state, but to safe- 
guard human dignity and _ the- 
freedom of the individual.”

MELBORNE—(W N S)—Aus- 
tralian Jews are against a mass 
influx of German settlers into 
the country and will oppose any 
moves to make this immigration 
possible, Ben Green, president of 
the Executive Council of Aus- 
tralian Jewry, declared this week 
in a statement issued here. 

The Australian Minister of 
Immigration, however, declared 
that the question of German im- 
migration “cannot be judged on 
an emotional basis” and asserted 
that the Jewish body is the only 
organization in Australia object- 
ing to the entry of Germans. 
German, Dutch and Italian im- 
migrants are the only peoples eli- 
gible for Australia with required 
skills, he said. 

Taking issue with the policy 
of the Immigration Minister, 
Green pointed out that the ‘in’ 
doctrinated and unrepentant 
nazis” will hurt, rather than help 
the nation’s security.
